Peace  Corps  Begins 
Spring  Training 

WASHINGTON  —  During  the 
spring  of  1969  the  Peace  Corps 
will  train  1,465  Volunteers  for 
service  in  25  of  the  59  nations 
where  Volunteers  are  at  work. 
This  represents  an  increase  of 
300  more  openings  than  were 
available  during  the  same  train- 
ing cycle  in  1968. 

These  Volunteers  are  needed 
to  work  in  55  programs  in  such 
varied  jobs  areas  as  agriculture, 
education,  health,  cooperatives, 
fisheries  and  community  deve- 
lopment. In  many  cases  a  portion 
of  the  training  will  take  place 
in  the  country  where  the  Volun- 
teers are  to  serve. 

Here  are  examples  of  the  pro- 
grams: 

In  Venezuela  single  women 
Volunteers  with  backgrounds  in 
home  economics,  social  work  or 
liberal  arts  are  needed  to  work 
with  the  Divison  of  Rural  Hous- 
ing to  help  bring  about  better 
sanitation  in  new  communities 
throughout     Brazil.     They     will 
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fill  a  vacancy  on  the  Curriculum 
Committee.  The  Committee 
which  also  includes  Rich  Maiolo 
and  Marilyn  Klozure  was  formed 
to  meet  with  President  H?m- 
mond  and  the  college  Curriculum 
Committee  concerning  student 
curriculum. 

A  motion  was  made  and  p  s~- 
ed  that  the  Falcon  Club  be  al- 
lowed to  go  before  Financial 
Commitee  concerning  the  possi- 
bility of  selling  refreshments  at 
home  athletic  events.  The  profit 
would  go  into  the  Falcon  trea- 
surary  and  eventually  into  a 
scholarship. 

Discussion  was  held  co-cern- 
ing  the  problem  of  snow  days. 
The  council  recommended  that 
the  college  should  follow  the 
Fitchburg  school  policy  and  thus 
when  Fitchburg  schools  can- 
celled, the  college  would  do  like- 
wise. WBZ  and  the  local  stations 
would  be  advised  of  such  cancel- 
lations in  order  that  all  students 
could  easily  be  made  aware  of 
the  situation.  The  final  decision 
will  be  a  joint  one  made  by  the 
students,  the  facult -,  and  the  ad- 
ministration.

On  Wednesday,  February  5  th,  a  Candidates'  Workshop 
will  be  held  at  7:30  p.  m.  (place  announced  on  SGA  bulletin 
board  —  Thompson  Hall).

The  following  regulations  have  been  condensed  from  the 
SGA  Constitution:  "Qualifications  for  Membership  on  the 
Council. 

a.  The  members  of  the  Council  shall  be  members  in  good 
standing  with  the  Association. 

b.  Members  of  the  Council  with  the  exception  of  the 
Executive  Board  and  the  Class  Presidents  must  not  be  on 
academic  probation.  Members  of  the  Executive  Board  and 
Class  Presidents  must  have  a  2.2  average  for  the  previous 
semester. 

Duties  of  the  Student  Council  Officers 

a.  The  President  shall  preside  over  meetings  of  the  Associa- 
tion and  the  Council  and  shall  represent  the  student  body  in  all 
Association  dealings.  He  shall  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all 
committees  w  thin  the  Counc.l. 

b.  The  Vice-President  will  assist  the  President  in  all  his 
undertakings  and  will  fulfill  all  the  functions  of  the  President  in 
his  absence.  The  Vice-President  will  also  fulfill  the  functions 
of  College  Coordinator  in  coordinating  activities  with  other  col- 
leges. 

c.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  financial  commit- 
tee and  operate  according  to  the  policies  as  set  forth  by  the 
Constitution  and  the  directives  of  the  Council.  He  shall  be 
responsible  for  all  funds  of  the  Association  and  submit  to  the 
Council  a  monthly  report  on  the  condition  of  said  funds. 

d.  The  Recording  Secretary  will  keep  the  minutes  of  the 
meetings,  the  agenda,  and  the  summaries  of  all  the  meetings 
of  the  Council  or  the  Association.  The  Recording  Secretary  will 
be  responsible  for  the  posting  of  the  minutes  of  all  Association 
or  Council  meetings. 

e.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  responsible  for 
giving  to  all  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Council  advance 
notice  of  the  meetings.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be 
responsible  for  all  correspondence  from  the  Council  or  Asso- 
ciation.

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Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  of- 
ficials today  explained  in  simple 
terms  how  the  new  statute  on 
photo  licenses  will  operate. 

Renewal  Licenses: 

A  form  will  be  sent  to  each 
licensee  by  mail  from  the  Regis- 
try of  Motor  Vehicles  prior  to 
the  expiration  date  of  present 
license.  The  fee  will  be  noted 
on  the  renewal  application  form. 

The  form  must  be  filled  out 
with  all  questions  answered  and 
signed  in  ink  by  the  applicant. 
It  must  then  be  taken  in  person 
by  the  licensee  to  a  Registry  Of- 
fice. 

An  examiner  will  inspect  the 
application  and  if  it  is  in  order, 
he  will  conduct  an  eye  test. 

If  the  applicant  passes  the 
eye  test,  the  examiner  will  pro- 
cess the  form. 

The  applicant's  photo  will  then 
be  taken  and  will  appear  on  the 

Peace  Corps 
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work  with  individual  families 
and  community  leaders  to  pro- 
mote better  health  through  com- 
munity, home  site  and  house  im- 
provement projects. 

In  India,  some  highly  skilled 
Volunteers  are  needed  for  a 
special  education  program  to 
help  supply  more  and  better- 
trained  teachers.  These  Volun- 
teers will  teach  TESL  (teaching 
English  as  a  second  language) 
methods  and  supervise  practice 
teaching  in  basic  training  schools 
and  teacher  -  training  colleges 
throughout  Madras  state. 

Volunteers  for  this  program 
should  have  a  master's  degree, 
or  else  have  experience  in  TEFL 
(teaching  English  as  a  foreign 
language).  Or  they  should  have 
a  bachelor's  degree  in  education 
with  some  background  in  lin- 
guistics or  TEFL. 

In  the  South  Pacific,  the 
Government  of  Fiji  wants  Peace 
Corps  Volunteers  to  help  step  up 
the  country's  food  production 
and  help  develop  some  natural 
economic  resources. 

Volunteers  with  farm  or  ranch 
backgrounds  or  with  degrees  in 
agriculture  or  liberal  arts  will 
work  in  animal  husbandry  (beef, 
cattle,  pigs  and  dairy  farming) 
or  in  rice  growing  projects. 

Volunteer  foresters  are  also 
needed  to  operate  forest  stations 
and  train  the  badly  needed  per- 
sonnel to  tap  Fiji's  great  forest 
potential. 

Volunteers  with  geology  de- 
grees will  help  carry  out  a  much- 
needed  systematic  geological 
mapping  of  Fiji's  entire  7,040 
square  miles.  They  will  also 
train  local  personnel  for  the 
geological  survey  department. 

— Guinea  has  requested  Volun- 
teer mechanics  to  help  train  the 
200-300  Guinean  mechanics  need- 
ed within  the  next  4-5  years. 
Volunteers  will  work  in  the 
capital  Conakry  for  government 
ministries,  doing  on-the-job  train- 
ing in  equipment  repair.  Men 
are  needed  with  backgrounds  in 
general  mechanics,  diesel,  heavy 
equipment,  machine,  automotive- 
electrical,  industrial  -  electrical, 
diesel  fuel  systems,  and  rewiring 
motors  and  generators.

a.  Nomination  papers  will  be  available  for  one  calendar 
week  two  weeks  prior  to  the  election. 

b.  Upon  taking  out  nomination  papers,  the  nominee  or  his 
representative  must  register  the  nominee's  name  and  desired 
office  with  the  election  committee. 

c.  Nominees  must  return  the  nomination  papers  within  the 
calendar  week  during  which  they  are  available  with  a  minimum 
of  twenty-five  signatures  of  members  of  the  organization  in 
which  they  wish  to  hold  an  office.  Nominees  for  Student  Coun- 
cil offices  must  have  thirty-five  valid  signatures  of  Association 
members. 

d.  Endorsers  must  affix  their  full  and  proper  name  to 
only  one  nomination  paper  for  each  elected  office  or  their 
signature  will  be  invalidated  by  the  election  committee. 

3.  Rules  for  candidates 

a.  Any  person  being  elected  to  an  office  and  refusing  to 
accept  that  office,  is  barred  from  running  or  holding  any  other 
elected  office  during  that  academic  year. 

b.  No  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  ballot  may 
supervise  the  casting  or  counting  of  ballots.

Administrators  Try 
Covering  The  Campus 


MONTREAL,  Canada  (CPS- 
CUP)  —  The  McGUl  University 
administration's  attempt  to 
bridge  the  "communications 
gap"  with  its  students  hasn't 
turned  out  to  be  as  sturdy  a  link 
as  administrators  would  have 
liked. 

Originally  the  "Phoenix",  the 
administration's  weekly  news- 
paper with  a  yearly  budget  of 
$86,000,  adopted  the  name  "He- 
Gill  Reporter"  when  administra- 
tors felt  the  meaning  of  "Phoe- 
nix" —  rising  from  the  ashes  — 
was  fraught  with  too  many  illib- 
eral implications. 

The  paper,  directed  by  the  uni- 
versity information  office,  was 
initiated  after  a  report  by  • 
communications  committee  of 
the  university  senate  trying  to 
set  the  last  year's  dispute  with 
the  student  newspaper,  the  "He- 
GUI  Daily". 

The  committee  proposed  a 
weekly  paper  to,  among  other 
things  "list  all  items  of  informa- 
tion relevant  to  the  university." 
It  reasoned  the  "Daily"  was  un- 
suited  to  the  task  because  of 
its  political  orientation. 

The  "Reporter"  appears  week- 
ly and  usually  contain  complete 
minutes  of  the  school's  senate 
and  board  sessions,  elaborate 
promos  on  campus  activities  and 
reports  of  committees. 

It  also  throws  in  articles  on 
music,  theatre,  Biafra  and  like 
that. 

The  paper  has  more  than  its 
share  of  troubles. 

First  impressions  of  the  "Re- 
porter" likened  it  to  a  journal 
of  biophysics,  and  it  is  probably 
not  read  much  more  avidly.  It 
suffers  from  too-predictable  lay- 


out and  small  type.  Stacks  of 
the  paper  remained  on  the  stands 
long  after  HcGUl's  other  papers 
(now  at  least  five  weeklies  and 
one  daily  in  an  escalating  paper 
war  to  print  the  "truth"  disap- 
pear. 

The  only  section  in  easily  read- 
able print  in  one  edition  was  a 
two-page  pullout  on  the  new 
titles  available  from  the  HcGill 
University  Press. 

Content  elsewhere  in  that  issue 
ranged  from  the  hum-drum  to 
the  unreadable  —  including  a 
lengthly  piece  containing  "radi- 
cal suggestions  for  the  future" 
(with  a  most  singular  under- 
standing of  the  word  "radical") 
and  a  complete  text  of  the  princi- 
pal's welcome  to  freshmen. 

Campus  reaction  to  the  paper, 
as  far  as  it  can  be  gauged,  is 
unenthusiastic.  Layout  and  body 
type  are  built-in  deterrents  to 
potential  readers.  One  student, 
apparently  determined  to  read 
the  Senate  minutes,  was  seen  us- 
ing a  magnifying  glass. 

The  style  complaints,  though, 
are  not  as  serious  as  charges 
from  student  and  faculty  quart-

ers  that  the  paper  is  irrelevant 
The  paper's  editorial  staff  has 
been  fighting  administration 
authorities  all  year  trying  to  get 
a  free  hand  in  covering  the  poli- 
tical situation  on  campus.  They 
have  been  unsuccessful  thus  far. 

The  paper  employs  a  full-time 
cartoonist  (at  generous  salary) 
lured  away  from  the  Reader's 
Digest,  and  a  slew  of  people 
from  the  Columbia  School  of 
Journalism. 

Student  leaders  have  called  the 
effort  a  colossal  waste.  They 
think  the  money  can  be  better 
spent  elsewhere,  particularly  in 
face  of  HcGill's  desperate  need 
for  money,  aggravated  by  the 
Quebec  government's  priority 
for  French-speaking  universities. 

The  university  of  British  Co- 
lumbia's administration  has  also 
joined  the  weekly  newspaper 
game  with  a  publication  called 
"UBC  Reports."  This  effort  is 
more  relevant  and  far  more  at- 
tractive than  the  HcGill  one  and 
deals  more  extensively  with 
campus  and  provincial  political 
issues. 

However,  it  has  not  managed 
to  supplant  the  thrice-weekly 
student  newspaper,  the  "Ubys- 
sey",  in  the  minds  and  hearts 
of  students. 

The  administration  at  UBC  was 
upset  over  the  Ubssey's  coverage 
and  its  political  orientation  when 
they  started  their  own  paper.
